SUPERINTENDENT  OF   SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hillshoro: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  amiual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

This  year  our  enrollment  has  dropped  by  6  in  high  school 
and  increased  by  37  in  the  elementary  school.  About  half  of 
this  elementary  increase  is  due  to  a  very  large  first  grade 
and  the  rest  to  having  taken  in  the  remainder  of  the  ele- 
mentary pupils  from  Deering.  Since  these  childken  from 
Deering  are  scattered  among  all  the  first  six  grades  they 
•cause  Us  no  hardship  while  the  additional  tuition  is  very 
helpful.  The  great  increase  in  our  first  grade  required  an 
additional  teacher  and  room.

Four  former  teachers  left  Hillsboro  to  teach  in  other  schools, 
Edna  Johnson  teaches  at  Milton,  Mass.,  Robert  Derosier  at 
Manchester  Central  High,  Preston  Rolfe  at  Alexandra,  Va., 
while  Ruth  Farmer  is  now  married  and  living  in  Florida. 
Mrs.  Atheleah  Hutchinson,  who  formerly  taught  in  Hillsboro, 
has  returned  to  take  over  the  additional  first  grade.  Joseph 
Oakie  comes  to  us  from  Pittsfield  and  teaches  science,  mathe- 
matics and  mechanical  drafting.  Gerald  Avery,  who  formerly 
taught  in  Lebanon,  teaches  English.  James  Bosco  completed 
his  studies  last  year  for  the  Masters  Degree  in  Physical  Edu- 
cation at  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  teaches  boys'  Physical 
Education,  Junior  High  mathematics  and  science  as  well  as 
coaches  baseball  and  basketball.  Miss  Beverly  Allen  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  last  year  and 
teaches  girl's  physical  education,  social  studies,  and  coaches 
girls'  sports. 

Gney  Wyman  and  Frederick  Calkin,  both  retired  teachers 
living  in  town,  have  divided  the  work  formerly  done  by  Mr. 
Derosier. 

During  the  summer  three  rooms  were  remodeled  in  the 
high  school.  These  changes  provide  rooms  to  accommodate 
grades  6,  7  and  8  on  the  first  floor  of  the  old  building  and  the 
high  school  on  the  second  floor.  All  the  desks  were  sanded 
clean  and  refinished.  Four  rooms  were  repainted  and  the 
gynmasium  floor  was  revamished. 
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Adequate  playgrounds  have  been  provided  on  both  sidfes  of 
the  elementary  wing  by  extending  the  drainage  ditch  through 
the  swamp  north  of  the  school,  cutting  trees,  removing  boul- 
ders and  filling  much  of  this  area.  The  front  walk  to  the  high 
school  was  repaired  and  new  cement  walks  built  leading  to 
the  various  entrances.  A  jungle-gym  and  several  see-saws 
were  brought  in  from  the  discontinued  schools  while  sand 
boxes  and  a  slide  were  added. 

Hillsboro  Is  very  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  Anna  Bailey, 
R.N.,  as  school  nurse.  Under  her  untiring  hands  the  health  of 
our  children  is  well  taken  care  of.  Each  child  in  school  has 
had  a  physical  examination.  The  "Patch  Test,"  for  T.  B.,  was 
given  to  188  pupils  in  grades  7  to  12.  This  was  followed  by 
chest  X-rays  for  42  pupils.  All  results  were  negative  indicat- 
ing no  tuberculosis  in  school.  Dr.  Harvey  Grimes  cared  for 
187  pupils  in  the  dental  clinic. 

Through  the  kindness  of  various  organizations  22  under- 
nourished children  were  given  milk  at  recess  during  most  of 
the  year.  The  "triple  immunization"  against  whooping  cough, 
diptheria  and  tetanus  was  given  to  42  pre-school  children  in 
preparation  for  entering  school. 

The  school  cafeteria  is  feeding  260  students  a  day  under 
the  efficient  management  of  Mrs.  Florence  McClintock  and 
with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  lone  Nelson.  Several  pieces  of 
new  equipment  have  been  purchased  from  the  lunch  pro- 
gram funds  to  make  it  possible  for  two  women  to  handle  this 
volume  of  business.  We  have  received  a  liberal  allowance 
of  surplus  commodities,  because  we  now  have  the  necessary 
refrigeration  to  care  for  them.  Federal  funds  are  also  pro- 
vided to  pay  for  the  milk  served  with  each  meal. 

A  careful  survey  of  the  school  shows  that  our  children  are 
being  well  taught.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  school  has  no 
problems  but  rather  that  the  teachers  have  the  interest  of 
their  pupils  at  heart  and  are  trying,  with  all  their  might,  to 
help  each  one  develop  himself  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  In  all 
classes  an  increased  effort  is  being  made  to  emphasize  the 
moral  and  spiritual  values  that  have  made  this  a  great  nation. 
We  must  all  remember  that  the  battle  for  truth,  justice, 
freedom  and  peace  must  first  be  won  in  each  person's  heart 
before  victories  on  the  battlefield  have  much  meaning. 

In  the  years  to  come  the  faculty  is  going  to  concentrate 
on  re-examining  the  way  we  teach  reading,  from  the  first 
grade   through   the   high   school,   to   see   what  can   be   done

to  increase  our  efficiency  in  this  field.  Movies,  radio  and  tele- 
vision have  reduced  the  amount  of  time  we  have  free  to  read 
but  fast  accurate  reading  is  still  the  basis  for  success  in 
many  occupations. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  of  the  school  board,  the  teachers  and  the  towns- 
people.

At  the  elementary  school  level,  the  Metropolitan  Standard- 
ized Achievement  tests  were  given  in  the  late  spring.  The  re- 
sults of  these  tests  indicate  that  our  elementary  pupils  com- 
pare favorably  with  the  pupils  in  other  sections  of  our  country. 
At  the  high  school  level,  mechanical  drawing  and  blue 
print  reading  have  been  added  to  the  shop  program.  With  the 
closing  of  formal  classes  at  2:00  p.m.,  an  opporunity  has  been 
provided  to  all  the  pupils,  including  bus  pupils,  for  individual 
help  and  guidance,  participation  in  club  activities  and  inter- 
class  athletics.
